Community Pulls Off Successful Barbecue

The 66th annual Bar¬ 
becue is now history, 
and once again the city 
of Dawson Springs was 
blessed with good food, 
good weather and friends 
and family returning 
home to share the occa¬ 
sion. 

“It was a shining 
example of what vol¬ 
unteers can do,” said 
Dawson Springs Com¬ 
munity Center board 
member Kathy Nichols. 
“Without volunteer la¬ 
bor, we couldn’t afford to 
put this on.” 

Nichols was encour¬ 
aged by the new faces she 
saw helping to put hams 
on the barbecue pits and 
at the community center 
pulling meat. 

“We need to teach our 
kids that if you want 
your community to suc¬ 
ceed, you have to get out 
and work for it,” she said. 

Nichols said the meat 
and sauce were deli¬ 
cious, and the weather 
couldn’t have been better. 
Despite those positives, 
sales were down slightly 
this year. With the price 
of meat increasing by 60 
cents per pound, the ad¬ 
ditional costs hit hard. 

“Our profit margin for 
the meat is always slim, 
but this year it will be 


even more so,” Nichols 
said. 

Total food-related ex¬ 


penses this year were 
$15,858.lO.This was cov¬ 
ered by Friday’s proceeds 


at the community center 
and street fair, leaving 
bulk sales at Food Gi¬ 


ant, which continued 
through the weekend, as 
profit. At press time, that 


amount was $13,304. 

“What Dudley (Riley) 
did with the raffle tickets 
will help offset the cost 
of meat,” Nichols said. 
“He is the raffle king.” 

The sale of raffle tick¬ 
ets totaled $3,171, $2,269 
more than in 2013. The 
5K run grossed $830 this 
year, with almost double 
the participation of last 
year’s inangural run. 

In its second year 
in the downtown area, 
the street fair is still 
experiencing growing 
pains. While numerous 
vendors were on hand, 
Nichols hopes in future 
years more groups such 
as school classes and 
organizations will take 
advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity for fundraising at 
the fair with games and 
activities for children. A 
change made a year ago 
allows groups to keep all 
profits from the booths 
they sponsor. 

Making Barbecue 2015 
even better is already a 
priority for community 
center board members, 
and Nichols said they 
will look at ways to im¬ 
prove the bottom line. 

“All in all, it was a suc¬ 
cess,” she said of this 
year’s event. “We truly 
appreciate all the indi¬ 
viduals who helped in 
any way”

Rep. Ben Waide Is Indicted 


Attorney General Jack 
Conway announced the 
indictment of Kentucky 
State Rep. Forrest “Ben” 
Waide, 51, of Madisonville, 
for alleged violations of 
Kentucky campaign fi¬ 
nance laws. On Tuesday 
morning, a Franklin Coun¬ 
ty grand jury returned a 
two-count felony indict¬ 
ment charging Waide with 
knowingly accepting con¬ 
tributions from a corpora¬ 
tion, in violation of KRS 
121.150(20), and causing 
funds in his campaign ac¬ 
count to be expended for 
purposes that were not al¬ 
lowable campaign expen¬ 
ditures, in violation of 
KRS 121.175. 


The charges relate to 
Waide’s 2010 campaign for 
state representative and 
are the result of an in¬ 
vestigation conducted by 
Conway’s Department of 
Criminal Investigations. 
The investigation was 
conducted in response to 
a January 2014 complaint 
filed with the Kentucky 
Registry of Election Fi¬ 
nance by shareholders of 
Liberty Rehabilitation, 
PSC. 

Waide is alleged to have 
illegally accepted approxi¬ 
mately $10,000 in cam¬ 
paign contributions from 
Liberty Rehabilitation, a 
company in Madisonville 
where he was a partner. 


He is also alleged to have 
submitted approximately 
$6,000 in receipts to his 
campaign fund for reim¬ 
bursement of expenses he 
did not incur. 

Conway’s Office of Spe¬ 
cial Prosecutions is han¬ 
dling the prosecution of 
this case. Waide is sched¬ 
uled for arraignment at 9 
a.m. Aug. 29 in Franklin 
Circuit Court. 

The charges against 
Waide are class D felonies, 
and each carries a penalty 
of one to five years in pris¬ 
on and up to a $10,000 fine. 

A charge is merely an 
accusation. A defendant is 
presumed innocent until 
and unless proven guilty.

Retirement Reception To Be Held For Patterson

A 30-year career in law enforcement will come to 
an end tomorrow for Capt. Craig Patterson. He will 
retire after spending the past seven years as a mem¬ 
ber of the Dawson Springs Police Department. 

Patterson said this is a day he has looked forward 
to, but he is leaving with mixed feelings. 

“I’ve enjoyed every minute of working here. I’ve 
enjoyed the people,” he said. “Dawson Springs really 
is a special place. I’ll miss the day-to-day interaction 
with people. I’ll miss it, but I will come back. I may sit 
on the square with some of the guys.” 

And Patterson will be missed in Dawson Springs 
as well, especially by his colleagues in the local police 
department. 

“He will leave a big void in our department to fill,” 


Chief Bill Crider said. “He is probably one of the 
most respected law enforcement officers in Hopkins 
County.” 

Born and reared in Madisonville, Patterson has 
spent his life, both personal and professional, in 
Hopkins County. He went into law enforcement af¬ 
ter working in other fields, possibly inspired by 
his brother who retired several years ago from the 
Madisonville Police Department. 

In 1984 Patterson joined the police force in Ear- 
lington and later served as police chief there. He left 
to take a position with the Hopkins County Sheriff’s 
Department in 1989 but returned to Earlington as 
chief in 1999.

Baptist Health Is Stop On 
Smoke Free State Tour 


Baptist Health 

Madisonville is one of 
the stops on the Road to 
a Healthier Kentucky 
Tour this week. The 
tour, which will be at 
Baptist Health at 12:30 
p.m. Friday, will make 
several stops across the 
state as it heads to the 
annual Fancy Farm Pic¬ 
nic. 

At each stop, the 
Smoke-Free Coalition 
will speak to the media, 
rally supporters and 
reach out to legislators 
urging them to join 24 
other states in passing 
a comprehensive, state¬ 
wide smoke-free law that 
covers all indoor work¬ 
places and public plac¬ 
es, including bars and 
restaurants. The goal 
of the tour is to get all 
Kentuckians active and 
engaged in supporting 
smoke-free policy as the 
campaign gears up for 
the 2015 legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

During the last four 
legislative sessions, Rep. 
Susan Westrom intro¬ 
duced comprehensive, 
statewide smoke-free 
workplace bills. Advo¬ 
cates are puzzled by the 
state’s inaction on the 
issue when 65 percent 
of Kentuckians favor a 
smoke-free workplace 
law. 

In addition, more than 
500 health organizations 
and community groups, 
many businesses and the 
Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce have strongly 
endorsed such a bill in 
order to improve health 
and reduce health care 
costs. A poll of chamber 


of commerce members 
also showed more than 
90 percent support for 
a comprehensive, state¬ 
wide smoke-free work¬ 
place law. 

The Smoke-Free Co¬ 
alition is now working 
hard to spread the word 
and rally support from 
as many Kentuckians as 
possible before the 2015 
session begins. 

“2015 is the year we 
are finally going to pass 
a smoke-fee law and pro¬ 
tect everyone’s right to 
breathe clean air in Ken¬ 
tucky,” said Amy Bark¬ 
ley, chairwoman for the 
Smoke-Free Kentucky 
Coalition. “We know 
Kentuckians support go¬ 
ing smoke-free, and we’re 
touring the state to call 
attention to those sup¬ 
porters.”

Kentucky State Trea¬ 
surer Todd Hollenbach is 
cautioning Kentuckians 
to be wary of suspicious 
mail, email or other con¬ 
tact regarding unclaimed 
property that does not in¬ 
clude the official Kentucky 
State Treasury letter head.

“The majority of these 
mailings are coming in 
the form of a postcard 
with a Denver, Colo., post¬ 
mark and an unclaimed 
property message notifi¬ 
cation,” Hollenbach said. 

The cards are usually 
green, blue, yellow or 
orange and instruct the 
recipient to call a toll free 
number with a provided 
personal ID number. The 
callers are then directed 
to the NAUPA website. 

“I want to assure every¬ 
one that these postcards are 
in no way shape or form a 
part of the Kentucky State 
Treasury or our Unclaimed 
Property program, known 
as Treasure Finders,” Hol¬ 
lenbach said.

According to Crider, 
he had contacted Patter¬ 
son several times over 
the years when there 
were openings in the de¬ 
partment, but until 2007 
the circumstances had 
not been right.

Incumbents still get re-elected

It’s no news that Congress is 
unpopular. In fact, at times it 
seems the only real novelty on 
Capitol Hill would be a jump in 
its approval rating. In June, a Gal¬ 
lup poll found members’ standing 
with the American people at a 
historic low for a midterm-elec¬ 
tion year. Which might have been 
notable except, as The Washington 
Post pointed out, that “Congress’s 
approval rating has reached his¬ 
toric lows at least 12 times since 
2010 .” 

Here’s the interesting thing: 
nearly three-quarters of Ameri¬ 
cans want to throw out most mem¬ 
bers of Congress, including their 
own representative, yet the vast 
majority of incumbents will be 
returning to Capitol Hill in Janu¬ 
ary. In other words, Americans 
scorn Congress but keep re-elect¬ 
ing its members. How could this 
be? 

The first thing to remember is 
that members of Congress didn’t 
get there by being lousy politi¬ 
cians. They know as well as you 
and I that Congress is unpopular, 
and they’re masters at separat¬ 
ing themselves from it and run¬ 
ning against it — appearing to be 
outsiders trying to get in, rather 
than insiders who produce the 
Congress they pretend to disdain. 
They’re also adept at talking up 
their own bipartisanship — which 
is what most general-election vot¬ 
ers want — when, in fact, they 
almost always vote with their own 
party’s leadership, especially on 
the obscure procedural votes that 
can decide an issue before the 
actual up-or-down vote is taken. 

Just as important, incumbents 
enjoy an overwhelming advantage 
in elections: a large staff, both in 
Washington and at home, whose 
jobs focus on helping constituents. 
They find lost Social Security 
checks, help get funding for eco¬ 


nomic development 
projects, cut through 
red tape to secure 
veterans’ benefits. At 
election time, voters 
remember this. 

That’s not the 
only help members 
can expect. They’re 
buttressed in ways 
challengers can only 
dream about. They’re 
paid a good salary, 
so they don’t have to 
worry about support¬ 
ing their families 
while they campaign. 

They get to spend 
their terms effectively campaign¬ 
ing year-round, not just at election 
time, and they are able to saturate 
their state or district with mass 
mailings. The nature of their work 
allows them to build ties to vari¬ 
ous interest groups back home 
— which quite naturally seek out 
the incumbents and ignore chal¬ 
lengers. 

Incumbents receive invita¬ 
tions to more events than they 
can possibly attend; challengers 
have trouble finding a meeting 
interested in having them. Incum¬ 
bents get the honored place in 
the parade, the prime speaking 
position, the upper hand when it 
comes to raising money; challeng¬ 
ers have to fight for visibility and 
money. And the news media seek 
out incumbents, often ignoring 
the challengers. 

In fact, challengers are at a dis¬ 
advantage at almost every point 
in a campaign. From building 
name recognition to arranging 
meetings to building credibility 
with editorial boards, donors, and 
opinion leaders, they’re trudging 
uphill. 

They do get one leg up — 
they’re in the district all the time, 
while the incumbent has to be in 
Washington regularly — but that’s 
a small advantage compared to 


the obstacles arrayed 
against them. Espe¬ 
cially when districts 
are gerrymandered, as 
they often are, to pro¬ 
tect incumbents. This 
means that in prima¬ 
ries, incumbents gen¬ 
erally need to focus 
just on the most active 
voters, while in gen¬ 
eral elections the vast 
majority can consider 
themselves on safe 
ground. 

But there’s another 
reason incumbents 
keep getting re-elect¬ 
ed that’s also worth consider¬ 
ing: voters — that’s you and me. 
Most Americans don’t vote, which 
means that a U.S. senator or rep¬ 
resentative might be elected by 
only 20 percent of the eligible vot¬ 
ers. And those who do vote often 
cast their ballots for narrow or 
unusual reasons. They like the 
way they got treated by the incum¬ 
bent’s staff, or they shook his or 
her hand at a county fair, or they 
like his or her stand on a particu¬ 
lar social or economic issue, or 
perhaps they just recognize the 
name. 

Whatever the case, they don’t 
look at an incumbent’s entire 
record: votes on a cross-section of 
vital issues; willingness to work 
with members of different ideolo¬ 
gies and backgrounds; ability to 
explain Washington back home 
and represent home in Washing¬ 
ton; skill at forging consensus on 
tough policy challenges. 

It’s really no mystery that 
incumbent members get re-elect¬ 
ed. Their advantages are baked 
into the system.

Kentucky should end capital punishment 


In another gruesome death penalty experiment, 
an Arizona inmate took nearly two hours to die 
Wednesday after he was injected with a lethal combi¬ 
nation of drugs. 

In a procedure that should have taken no more 
than 10 to 15 minutes, Joseph R. Wood, 55, died 
a lingering death over one hour and 57 minutes 
that horrified most observers including his own 
lawyers. They took the extreme step of filing an 
appeal midway through the execution to try to 
stop it. 

Here’s how the Associated Press reporter who wit¬ 
nessed the execution described it: 

Wood’s jaw dropped, his chest expanded, and he 
let out a gasp. The gasps repeated every five to 12 
seconds. They went on and on, hundreds of times. 
An administrator checked on him a half-dozen times. 
He could be heard snoring loudly when an admin¬ 
istrator turned on a microphone to inform the gal¬ 
lery that Wood was still sedated, despite the audible 
sounds. 

As the episode dragged on, Wood’s lawyers fran¬ 
tically drew up an emergency legal appeal, asking 
federal and state courts to step in and stop the execu¬ 
tion. 

“He has been gasping for more than an hour,” 
the lawyers pleaded in their filings. “He is still 
alive.” 

Mr. Wood’s execution, for the 1989 murder of his 
estranged girlfriend and her father, is the latest 
example of a botched execution as states continue 
to search for drugs and effective methods to kill peo¬ 
ple. The U.S. Supreme Court turned down Wood’s 
request to delay the execution so his lawyers could 
seek details about which drugs Arizona planned to 
use. 

In April, an Oklahoma inmate suffered for 40 
minutes before dying of a heart attack from a 
botched execution which failed after a vein in 
which the drugs were being administered col¬ 
lapsed. 

The 32 states that still have the death penalty, 
including Kentucky, are having an increasingly dif¬ 
ficult time obtaining drugs for executions because 
pharmaceutical companies are loath to provide sub¬ 
stances to kill people. 

These events should shock the public into under¬ 


standing what most developed nations already know 
— executions are not the hallmark of a civilized 
society. 

Next month, a joint meeting of the Kentucky 
General Assembly’s House and Senate Judiciary 
Committee is scheduled to discuss our state’s use of 
the death penalty, which has not been employed since 
2008. 

A judge currently has barred the state from carry¬ 
ing out executions while reviewing legal challenges 
from some of the 33 inmates on Kentucky’s death 
row. 

The committee should give serious consideration 
to ending capital punishment in Kentucky and let 
this state be an example to others who persist in a 
practice that must come to an end.

• On Aug. 1, 1498, Italian explorer Christopher 
Columbus sets foot on the American mainland for the 
first time, in present-day Venezuela. Thinking it was 
an island, he christened it Isla Santa and claimed it 
for Spain. Columbus, a deeply religious man, decided 
that Venezuela was the outer regions of the Garden 
of Eden. 

• On July 29, 1862, Confederate spy Marie Isabella 
“Belle” Boyd is arrested by Union troops and detained 
for providing crucial information to the Confederates 
during the war. It was the first of three arrests. Boyd 
was just 18 years old. 

• On Aug. 2, 1876, “Wild Bill” Hickok, one of the 
greatest gunfighters of the American West, is mur¬ 
dered in Deadwood, South Dakota.

One engine from the plane went straight through the 
building and landed in a penthouse apartment across 
the street. 

• On July 30, 1956, two years after pushing to have 
the phrase “under God” inserted into the pledge of 
allegiance, President Dwight D. Eisenhower signs a 
law officially declaring “In God We Trust” to be the 
nation’s official motto and be printed on all U.S. paper 
currency. 

• On Aug. 3, 1965, CBS-TV news shows pictures 
of men from the First Battalion, Ninth Marines set¬ 
ting fire to huts in the village of Cam Na, Vietnam, 
despite reports that the Viet Cong had already fled 
the area.

Eastern Kentucky coal production is high 


Anytime you read or hear anything about coal, 
insert a mental asterisk for Eastern Kentucky. 

Whether it’s a political ad — aren’t you sick of 
them already? — or a headline like “UK emissions 
pilot project could keep Ky. coal relevant,” remember 
this: The overriding consideration for coal mined in 
Eastern Kentucky is price. 

The high cost of production in Central Appala¬ 
chia, which also includes West Virginia, rules out a 
big rebound in the coal industry, no matter who is in 
power in Washington and even if scientists figure 
out how to burn coal without compromising the cli¬ 
mate or environment. 

The 2014 edition of Kentucky Coal Facts reports 
the following prices for coal delivered to utilities in 
2013, in cost per million BTU, a measure of power for 
producing steam to generate electricity: 

—Eastern Kentucky, $3.62 
—West Virginia, $3.23 
—Pennsylvania, $2.68 
—Illinois, $2.49 
—Western Kentucky, $2.40 
—Wyoming, $2.03. 

When buying a commodity by the trainload, you 
go with the lowest price. No Ph.d in economics is 
needed to understand what those numbers mean for 
the future. 

What’s hard to understand is why Kentucky’s 
elected and business leaders failed to prepare for 
what they should have seen coming. 

As Coal Facts, published by the state in coopera¬ 
tion with the Kentucky Coal Association, explains: 
“Since the year 2000 ... diminishing reserves of thick 
and easily accessible coal seams in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky have made coal more difficult, labor intensive, 
and costly to mine, which has resulted in reductions 
in price competitiveness vis-a-vis coal from other 
regions and alternative sources of energy. 


“Kentucky coal has been under increased com¬ 
petition from cheaper Powder River (Wyo.) Basin 
coal since the 1980s and from natural gas produced 
through advances in hydraulic fracturing technology 
since the 2010s.” 

What this means is that Kentucky must focus on 
creating a post-coal economy in the mountains. 

Alltech’s new plans for a bourbon distillery in 
Pikeville and aquaculture and poultry production 
at a reclaimed Pike County mine, with the state pay¬ 
ing $13.7 million for an access road and bridge, are a 
hopeful step. So is the state’s recent request for pro¬ 
posals for upgrading broadband capacity. 

Across the region this summer, the bipartisan 
Shaping Our Appalachian Region initiative is hold¬ 
ing listening sessions, as part of a process for devel¬ 
oping an economic plan. 

Meanwhile, as the Herald-Leader’s Bill Estep 
reported, a $19.5 million joint venture by the U.S. 
Department of Energy, the University of Kentucky, 
Kentucky Utilities and state government is testing 
a technology that could make it cheaper to remove 
carbon dioxide from power plant emissions. 

C02 from power plants is the largest source of 
greenhouse gases building up in the atmosphere, 
disrupting climate and weather. 

Developing a safe, cost-effective way to keep car¬ 
bon emissions out of the atmosphere — a long shot, 
to be sure — would preserve coal’s viability as a 
power-plant fuel. 

But even if that happens, the coal won’t be coming 
from Kentucky’s mountains: A century of mining 
and the market have already decided that. 

Politicians who try to convince you they can res¬ 
cue coal jobs in Eastern Kentucky are producing 
their own harmful emissions.

Free Kentucky Hunter Education course planned for Aug. 16 


A free Kentucky Hunter Education 
and bow course is scheduled for 8 a.m. 
Aug. 16 at Pleasant Valley Archery 
Club two miles south of Providence on 
Ky. 293. 

The course, sponsored by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources and Pleasant Valley Archery 
Club, includes classroom instruction 
in hunter ethics, wildlife identifica¬ 
tion, outdoor survival, first aid, fire¬ 
arm safety, bow hunting and ammuni¬ 
tion. The last session includes live fire 


and a written examination. 

A course completion card will be is¬ 
sued to successful students. The card is 
valid in any state, province or territory 
in North America. Attendance at all 
sessions is required unless an alterna¬ 
tive classroom method is utilized. Pre¬ 
registration is required for all courses 
and is completed by visiting the hunter 
education page at fw.ky.gov. 

Those born on or after Jan. 1, 1975, 
must carry a valid hunter education 
course completion card while hunting. 


Kentucky accepts certifications from 
other states. 

A bow hunter not in possession of 
a firearm may carry a hunter educa¬ 
tion or a bow hunter education course 
completion card from any state. Hunt¬ 
er education certification is in addi¬ 
tion to appropriate license and permit 
requirements. 

Children must be 9 years old to com¬ 
plete the course. Children under age 
12 and those exempt from purchasing 
a hunting license are not required to 


possess a hunter education card while 
hunting. However, children under age 
12 who have not completed hunter ed¬ 
ucation must be accompanied by an 
adult of at least 18 years of age while 
hunting.

Last of the first and only Fabulous 
Five, Wallace Clayton ‘Wah Wah’ Jones 
left us this week. He was 88. 

Nicknamed Wah Wah by his sister 
Jackie when she was just learning to 
talk and couldn’t pronounce his name, 
stuck. 

An All-American for rawhide tough 
legends Bear Bryant and Adolph Rupp 
at Kentucky, Wah Wah was their equal 
at thriving on toughness. 

He had an incredibly full life in and 
around athletics. High school then 
college stardom including an Olympics 
gold medal, the Harlan native was once 
sheriff of Fayette County and remained 
a popular fixture around UK athletics 
all the way to introduction at the 2013-14 
basketball season. 

A photograph of Jones taken in 1948 represented 
what I believed a genuine college athlete ought look. 

At 6-feet-4, heavy muscled shoulders and legs, fiercely 
competitive, tough, with Clark Kent-like shock of 
black hair and no tattoos. A twin for Jim Thorpe only 
larger. 

Adolph Rupp was asked frequently about his 
“favorite player of all time” and Der Baron never said 
so, but some believe Wah Wah was his man. 

In 2011 a newspaper photograph imaged UK All- 
American Anthony Davis alongside a bent-by-age, Wah 
Wah Jones. It left me to wonder: Does young Anthony 
Davis realize he is in the presence of greatness? 

Wah Wah Jones. 

Mark Stoops 

Who could cast Kentucky’s still-in-the-honeymoon- 
glow football coach Mark Stoops as villain? Maybe 
someone who fails to see John Boehner as a windmill 
chaser. Or, a grumpy Louisville fan. 

In Shelbyville last week, still contrite, Bobby 
Petrino was at the ready but Stoops was a no-show at 
the Governor’s Cup fete. Cardinal fans called it a snub, 
a UofL house writer said it was UK arrogance. And, 
Stoops who said he had excused himself weeks ago, 
offered an apology to the offended. 

What it was, was much ado about nothing. An 


arranged media event turned into war stories- 
and-golf, and a gaggle of reporters left to hit a 
deadline with something, anything. Stoops as 
no-show beat nothing. 

Upside from Governor’s Cup party? 

Petrino got a stage to himself and Stoops got 
a larger stage a day later IN Louisville. 

Poison book? 

Jarrod Poison will write a book about 
University of Kentucky basketball. Maybe. 

Vantage point and four years inside the 
self anointed Gold Standard of college hoops 
as qualifiers, makes this heady stuff. Rare 
opportunity 

Poison is probably too young, too close, and 
still too warmed by the golden glow of two 
Final Fours, to do much more than offer a clutch of 
anecdotes, name drops and “thank you, thank yous!” 
to offer anything earth shaking. But back story 
possibilities are, to understate the case, intriguing. 

• Given his effectiveness over Ryan Harrow, why 
Poison wasn’t given a sustained chance to be the point 
guard 2012-13? 

• How and why Kyle Wiltjer transferred to Gonzaga? 

• Why a coach can sweet talk a recruit, then have 
no sway with clueless kids determined to leave UK too 
soon (Doron Lamb, Marquis Teague, James Young)? 

More likely, a Poison book would be to make a few 
dollars, sign a few more autographs, keep whatever 
limelight is left a bit longer and have brag rights to a 
campus bookstore shelf spot filed alphabetically with 
Hatton and Chandler, Mills, Farmer, Sheppard, Krebs 
and others.

Fishing options for the dog days 


The dog days of summer settled over Kentucky in 
the last week, bringing the hottest temperatures of the 
year. The summer heat in July and August make fish¬ 
ing reservoirs a tough prospect. 

Even bluegill get grumpy in the larger lakes at this 
time of year, much less largemouth bass. 

“We are getting to the time of year of the maximum 
production for baitfish, such as shad, in our reser¬ 
voirs,” said Ryan Oster, fisheries program coordinator 
for the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Bass and other predator fish don’t have to 
search hard for food. The bigger lakes are full of 2- to 
3-inch shad; a perfect bite-sized meal for them. They 
shouldn’t be as hungry on our larger lakes.” 

Anglers have options now that reservoir fishing is 
tough during the day. Oster recommends flowing 
waters such as creeks and tailwaters below the major 
reservoirs for fishing during the dog days. 

Wade fishing a stream for smallmouth bass is a pro¬ 
ductive and refreshing way to spend a scorching July 
or August afternoon. Wading a stream boils fishing 
down to the essentials; you must carry all of your lures 
and tackle. Wading harkens back to youthful fishing 
adventures with older relatives when all you had was 
one spin cast outfit and a small tackle box. 

Streams usually flow low and gentle this time of 
year, making for easy wading. However, the best fish¬ 
ing of the year is a water rise that follows a soaking 
rain. Not a flood or water that looks like flowing mud, 
but a gentle rise that slightly stains the water. 
Smallmouth bass move to flowing shoals when creeks 
rise in late summer and hit 4-inch black finesse worms 
with abandon. They also crush dark brown creature 
baits that imitate crayfish. 

When streams flow at normal levels in July and 
August, downsize your lure selection for stream small¬ 
mouth bass. A 3-inch Senko-style soft plastic jerkbait 
really shines in low, clear late summer water. Those in 
hues of green or brown with gold, green, blue, silver 
or red glitter seem to catch more smallmouths now 
than those with just black flakes or no flakes at all. 

Topwater lures work well right now in the first and 
last hours of the day. Smaller, subtler topwaters such 
as a floating/diving minnow draw more strikes in late 
summer than loud, aggressive topwaters such as a 
buzzbait. The peak of topwater fishing on streams is 
still on the horizon in September. 

Log on to the department’s website at fw.ky.gov and 
click on the “Recreational Fishing” tab, then the 
“Stream Fisheries” tab for a list of smallmouth streams 
in Kentucky. Click on the “Where to Fish” tab for pub¬ 
lic access spots on these streams. 

The Cumberland River below Wolf Creek Dam is 
another great place to wade in July and August where 
the water flows cold year round. The completion of 
repairs on Wolf Creek Dam brought back the normal 
release schedule that improved the water quality in the 
Cumberland River for trout. 

“When you see the fish in the Cumberland now, 
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Kentucky Afield

they are more robust, healthier and there are many 
more big fish,” said Ron Brooks, director of fisheries 
for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 

Last year, Kentucky Fish and Wildlife stocked 
13,000 15- to 17-inch quick growing, sterile rainbow 
trout. “We are starting to see many bigger rainbows 
from last year’s stockings,” Brooks said. 

Earlier this summer, Brooks caught a 24-inch brown 
trout, followed by 20-inch rainbow trout on consecu¬ 
tive casts while on a wade fishing trip on the 
Cumberland. “I caught several rainbows over 20 inch¬ 
es,” he said. “It was an incredible day, the best day I’ve 
ever had.” 

Brooks said he overheard a conversation between 
two anglers through the dense early morning fog that 
is a summer staple on the Cumberland. One lamented 
an upcoming trout fishing trip to Montana. 

“He said we have more and bigger trout here on the 
Cumberland tailwater than in Montana,” Brooks said. 
“When you hear something like that, you know you’ve 
got something special.” 

Trout are holding in deep water under rocks, sub¬ 
merged logs and undercut banks during the day right 
now in Cumberland River. Brooks had his glory day fly 
fishing a wet caddis fly, but fly anglers report trout 
currently prefer midges, prince nymphs and bead- 
head pheasant tails. 

Spinning anglers should work small, suspended 
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jerkbaits in the rainbow trout color over rocks, logs or 
other trout hiding spots. Small deep-running, craw- 
fish-colored crankbaits fished along submerged rocks, 
logs and along undercut banks also work well. Brown 
trout especially like this presentation. 

“With all of the air conditions running now, they are 
generating more electricity with more turbines run¬ 
ning at the dam,” Brooks said. “Check the generation 
schedule before you go and be careful wading or boat¬ 
ing.” 

To check the generation schedule for the day, call 
1-606-678-8697 or log on to the Nashville District of 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineer’s homepage at www. 
lrn.usace.army.mil/ and click on the “Missions” tab, 
then the “Recreation” tab. 

The Cumberland is not the only tailwater that holds 
trout. A list of stocked tailwaters and the monthly trout 
stocking schedule are under the “Recreational 
Fishing” tab at fw.ky.gov. 

Forget the big lakes during the day in July and 
August. The flowing waters are best right now.

To Your Good Health 


By Keith Roach, M.D. 

Sweating Buckets 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I hope you can 
help me. I am 67 years old and have been 
sweating profusely from my head for 
about six years. I believe it is secondary 
hyperhidrosis. No one in my family has 
this problem. The sweating seems to hap¬ 
pen at all different times, but not at night. 
The moisture runs in rivulets from my 
scalp anytime from morning to evening, 
but mostly in the morning. 

I tried stopping my water pill, but 
it still happened. It happened when I 
stopped vitamins and took only my medi¬ 
cations for physical problems. My doctor 
tested my thyroid, and it was fine. 

Please help me, as it is an embarrassing 
ailment, and it happens no matter the sea¬ 
son or what I have eaten. I do drink tea and 
coffee, but not soda. There are people who 
have said I should take Botox, but I have 
little faith in the product, as it can cause 
serious health problems and death. - M.E. 

ANSWER: “Hyperhidrosis” simply 
means “too much sweat.” I think you 
probably have primary hyperhidrosis, 
meaning that the sweating is the only 
problem, as opposed to secondary, which 
means it’s due to something else. Other 
conditions that can lead to secondary 
hyperhidrosis include the thyroid disease 
your doctor looked for, and medications 
(which it also doesn’t seem to be). Other 
rare causes, such as tuberculosis and 
lymphoma, surely would have produced 
other symptoms by now. 

The most common sites for hyperhi¬ 
drosis are the palms, armpits and soles 
of the feet. Nearly everybody sweats in 
those places, but with hyperhidrosis, the 
amount of sweat is much greater than 
normal and can have serious emotional, 
professional and social effects. 

The first treatment I would recom¬ 
mend would be a prescription antiperspi- 
rant, either aluminum chloride (Xerac) 
or topical glycopyrrolate (available by 
compounding pharmacies in the U.S. and 


Canada). The scalp is a harder place than 
most to apply it, but after applying, you 
can dry with a hair dryer, and use a plas¬ 
tic shower cap to keep the medicine on at 
nighttime. Occasionally, oral medications 
such as clonidine are used. 

Botulinum toxin (Botox) is usually 
quite safe in expert hands. A last resort 
is surgery to remove the sympathetic 
nerves to the scalp, a procedure that’s 
very effective.

DEAR DR. ROACH: In a recent col¬ 
umn, you wrote, “Some people can’t 
absorb fructose.” I’d like to know more 
about that. What are the side effects of 
the inability to absorb fructose? How does 
that happen? - I.N. 

ANSWER: Fructose is a sugar natural¬ 
ly found in fruits, but also in sweeteners, 
especially honey and high-fructose corn 
syrup. Other sugars, such as glucose, 
improve fructose absorption. Few people 
get symptoms just from natural foods, 
because these contain the other natural 
sugars that improve fructose absorption. 
On the other hand, sorbitol (a “sugar alco¬ 
hol”) decreases fructose absorption. 

Almost half the population cannot 
completely absorb fructose, and the more 
fructose people take in, the greater the 
risk of the symptoms of malabsorption, 
including diarrhea, gas and bloating. 

I recommend against HFCS for many 
reasons, but this is another one. For peo¬ 
ple with symptoms of malabsorption, I 
recommend a trial of reducing fructose 
and sorbitol.
